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THE PRISON SYSTEM. 

The National Prison Congress, now in 
session at St. Paul, was startied by the 
statement of President Brinkerhoff that 
he tide of criminality is growing great- 
er, itis rising with a continuous swell.’’ 
But the statement need surprise no one. 
The condition it implies is a logical conse- 
quence of the prevailing mode of dealing 
with criminality. 

The system of penal punishment upon 
which the State attempts to suppress 
crime tends not merely to perpetuate crim- 
inality in the individual once convicted of 
crime but to promote it among others not 
tainted with criminal disposition. The 
present prison conditions are established 
with utter disregard for either the future 
of the prisoner or the welfare of society. 
The sentence which condemns a man to 
imprisonment in the. penitentiary con- 
demns him to degrading servile labor and 
to another resort to crime to support life 
when he is released. The police maxim, 


} ne a criminal, always a criminal,“ is 


based less on the disposition of the 
criminal than on the policy of the State. 

But the sentence goes farther thar this 
to foster criminality. Itcondemns those 
dependent upon the convict to hardships 
most favorable for lapses into vice and 
crime. 

There is an even worse indictment to be 
brought against the prison methods in 
use. The servile labor of the convict in 
most States is directed to the destruction 
of free industry by competition in the 
market with free labor. So pernicious 
has been the effect of this competition, on 
which afew favored contractors have fat- 
tened, that it may be said with truth that 
the workingmen of many trades cannot 
find employment in their trades outside of 
the penitentiary. 

These consequences are necessary results 
of existing conditions. The members of 
the prison congress and all others who are 
working for a reduction of criminality 
must strike at the root of the evil. They 
must make radical changes inthe prison 
system. Nothing else will serve. 
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GOOD USES FOR WEALTH. 


Comparisons are odious but are some- 
times beneficial. The possibility that 
some good may come out of the compari- 
son of the public spirit of Chicago and 
that of St. Louis in yesterday’s SUNDAY 
Por- Duran tends to reconcile St. 
Louis to a contrast which wounds local 
pride. 

The great wealth of Chicago is of recent 
growth, yet during ite brief existence it 
has far outstripped the proportional wealth 
of Bt.

Should the 
emergency which is to bring out Mr. Har- 
rison not emerge, there are several Eastern 
men who are able and willing to accept the 
leadership if a proper campaign fund is 
subscribed.
